“ Open threats have been made.” 
Miss Bo ardman said, ‘‘that if the 
two negro es are returned to the 
co unty fro m the state penitentiary 
— where they no w are held fo r safe 
keeping —they will be lynched.”

tendered a check to Cashier R. H. 
Bro wn wTio was in the cage with 
his wife, Mrs. Go ldie Bro wn, the 
assistant cashier. 
Bro wn was ex­ 
amining the check when a seco nd 
ro bber appeared at the windo w. 
“ I’m just in time,” he said, flash­ 
ing a badge under his lapel. “ This 
man’s a fo rger. 
I’ve been fo llo wing 
him fro m St. Lo uis.” 
Befo re Bro xvn co uld speak, the 
“ detective” pushed his acco mplice 
into the cage and clo sed the do o r 
behind them. 
Suspecting a ruse. 
Bro wn exclaimed, ‘I do n’t want yo u 
fello ws in here.”

BETTER PENMANSHIP 
Th dead letter office says the hand­ 
writing of the people 
of 
the 
United 
States is improving. 
It bases the opinion 
on the 
decreasing number of illeg ible 
addressed letters that come into its hands. 
Y et penmanship in the schools now takes 
up only 5.3 per cent of the time g iven to 
all subjects per week. 
That is, instruc­ 
tion in penmanship has declined from 
671 minutes per w eek in 18 66 to about 
48 4 minutes per w eek today, comments 
the Philadelphia Bulletin. 
This on au­ 
thority of the federal office of education. 
But if the number of minutes of instruc­ 
tion is less today the system taug ht makes 
for g reater lag ibility. 
Persons of the old­ 
er g eneration can remember how they la­ 
bored over the curlycues and shading of 
w hat was called the Spencerian system. 
This system looked pretty on paper, but 
it was hard to read. 
Now w hat is known 
as the librarian style is taug ht. 
It is 
not as pretty to look at as the Spencerian, 
but it is more easy to read. 
The typewriter has had much to do 
with the decline in the pen, and probably 
w ith the increased leg ibility of addresses. 
Handwriting is still important.

THE SPANISH REPUBLIC 
Alfonso XIII, last of the Bourbon kings, 
is now in Paris after surrendering his 
throne. 
The ex pected has happened pre­ 
maturely in that it w as not forseen that 
Alfonso would be abdicating at this time. 
His decision came with suddenness, in 
recog nition of the will of the people as 
ex pressed in the elections recently- A l­ 
fonso renounces in his own name as well 
as for his heirs. 
The republic of Spain is not in placid 
waters. 
There are serious problems to 
be solved. The Spaniards are a suspicious, 
superstitious people. 
In sections many 
of them are illiterate, poverty stricken. 
Observers in neig hboring countries do not 
consider them ready for self-g overnment. 
A lfonso’s abdication, however, spares his 
land the perils of anarchy. 
The republic 
has already been set up and is operating. 
The Spanish situation has been shap­ 
ing for years. 
It had been accepted that, 
if the monarchy had survived, none of 
the king ’s sons would have succeeded 
him. 
Speculation about this is profitless 
now that Spain is a republic. 
Of imme­ 
diate interest is the ability of the new 
g overnm ent to compose the several wings. 
It appears that the fascist, communist 
and socialist sections will not control. For 
a time the president of Spain will have 
to be som ething of a dictator. The loose 
ends will not come tog ether without some 
show of force. 
For Alfonso, who was literally born a 
king , the problems have been solved. He 
has been beset on all sides for years. One 
threat ag ainst his throne after another 
has follow ed frequently. 
The dang er of 
the collapse of the monarchy has been 
real. 
His personal wealth assures him of 
comfort in w hatever land he takes up 
residence. 
The former king is about to 
find peace-

to 
smash th e German military p o wer 
an d h av e a so ciety o f demo cratic 
n atio n s afterwards. 
Bu t to En g­ 
lan d, Fran ce an d Italy th ese th in gs 
are p h rases, u sefu l, p erh ap s, b u t 
o f seco n dary In terest. 
“En glan d wan ts to main tain h er 
co lo n ial p o ssessio n s to keep h er p o ­ 
sitio n o n th e sea, an d h er co mmer­ 
cial p lace in th e wo rld.

rain e, as in demn ity an d secu rity 
fo r th e fu tu re.
